A major wood utilization complex will be 
constructed on a 95 acre site near Grayling, by Lake 
Woods Forest Products, Inc., a venture between the S. 
D. Warren Division of Scott Paper Company, 
Muskegon, and a local group including Michael C. 
Henricksen, Au Train, Michigan and Albert L. Quaal, 
Gaylord. The new facility will be built on Four Mile 
Road and I-75 outside of Grayling. 

In making the announcement, Mr. Henricksen, 
president of the new corporation, pointed out that the 
plant will be designed to make maximum utilization of 
wood, the nations only renewable natural resource. 
Species of wood native to the area will be utilized by 
the plant, which is expected to be in operation by 
mid-1975. ‘ 

According to Mr. Henricksen, the new facility will 
be designed to produce 60,000 board feet ‘of 
dimensional lumber per shift. One shift will be manned 


h initially with a second shift planned for the future. 


Ultimately a total of forty production and clerical 
people will be employed, in addition to supporting 
personnei handling wood harvesting in the field. 

Lake Woods Forest Products, Inc. plant will

manufacture a wide variety of lumber, including utility 
pole crossarms, railroad ties, seawall timber, and 
ultimately building studs. The products will be 
marketed throughout the United States. 

. By-products from the new lumber manufacturing 
complex in the form of wood chips will be used by 
Scott's Muskegon Mill for the production of pulp and 
paper. 

Henricksen, a native of Marquette, Michigan, 
graduated from Lakeland High School, Minocqua, 
Wisconsin, and holds a B.S. Degree in Forestry from 
Michigan Technological University, Houghton, Mich- 
igan. He is familiar with regional forest resource 
availability, having been previously employed by 
Champion-International at Gaylord, as Woodlands 
Manager and prior to that as Regional Forester in the 
Northern Lower Michigan area. He is also Chairman of 
the Michigan Timbermen Association Board of 
Trustees and Michigan Manufacturers Association 
Forest Resource Committee, as well as past Chairman 
of Michigan Tree Farm Committee. In 1972, he and 
William Henriksen formed Lake States Wood Preserv- 
ing Inc., located at Munising. Lake States treats utility 


poles, railroad ties, as well as other dimension stock. 

Quaal, a native of Ishpeming, is Vice President of 
the Corporation and holds a B.S. Degree in Business 
Administration from Northern Michigan University, 
Marquette. He previously was with Robbins Flooring 
Division, £.L. Bruce Company, Ishpeming, until 1966 
when he joined U.S. Plywood Corporation, Gaylord, as 
Manager-Lumber Operations, a position he held until 
joining Lake Wocds. : 

Quaal, a weil-known figure in Northern lumber 
circles, who was instrumental in drawing up 
Michigan’s Sawmill Safety Code, will handle marketing 
and sales for the operation. 

Henricksen and Quaal acknowledge the fine 
cooperation they have received from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, Crawford County 
and Grayling Township Officials as well as the Grayling 
Regional Chamber of Commerce.

$44,600 Grant to Health Council 


WASHINGTON—The Public Health Service has 
approved a $44,600 grant to the North Gentral Michigan 
Comprehensive Health Planning Gouncil, U.S. Senator 
Robert P. Griffin, R-Traverse City, and Congressmen 
Philip E. Ruppe, R-Houghton, Elford A. Cederberg, 
R-Midland, and Guy VanderJagt, R-Cadillac, revealed 
today. 

The Petoskey-based agency will use the grant 
money to hire an emergency medical services planner. 
The planner will oversee studies aimed at evaluating 
present medical facilities. In addition, the studies will 
focus on future needs of the 18 county area. 

Special emphasis in the studies will be given to 


‘the ability of emergency facilities to accomodate the 


large number of seasonal visitors the area receives 
each year. :

Heartworm 
Season 
At Hand 


YPSILANTI — The season 
when dogs contract heartworm 
started in mid-May and will 
continue until January, says 
Fiizabeth Wattfie, a faculty 
member in the biology depart- 
ment at Hastern Michigan 
University. 

It affects the lungs and heart. 
Symptoms of infection are 
coughing during exercise, 
shortness of breath and loss of 
vigor and weight. Untreated, 
the disease is fatal. If detected 
early, survival rate is good. 
The diseased dog is treated 
with arsenic by a veterinarian. 
. But it is difficult to detect 
before permanent damage has 
been done. For this reason 
preventive treatment is im- 
perative. Caricide, a prescrip- 
tion drug, should be given to 
dogs yearly between mid-May 
and January. 

Of those dogs treated with 
Caricide only a small percent- 
age still contract the disease. 
This is attributed to either not 
enough time on the medication 
or « lower dosage than is 
needed. Dusage is prescribed 
according to the size of the dog. 

‘Miss Waffle has been work- 
ing on heartworm for the past 
three years. This year she has 
boon concentrating.on the mo- 
squito aspect of it. Of the 57 
recorded species of mosquitoes 
in Michigan, 19 carry heart- 
worm. 

She is also doing educational 
work, speaking iv various 
community groups on the na- 
ture of the disease, and the 
necessity of preventive treat- 
ment, 

Merlyn Minick, also an EMU: 
biology faculty member, is: 
concentrating on the dog aspect:

Union Op 


poses Proposed MPSC 


Utility Billing Practice Rules 


The International Chemical 
Workers Union said today that 
working men and women across 
the state could face higher 
utility rates if new billing 
practices rules proposed by the 
Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission are put into effect. The 
union urged the State Legis- 
lature to reject the rules. 

The statement said sections 
of the proposed rules could cost 
conscientious utility bill payers 
more than $15 million a year in 
aditional gas rates alone be- 
cause they would encourage bill 
dodging by dishonest indivi- 
duals. 

The union's opposition to the 
new procedures was voiced in a 
joint statement issued by Clar- 
ence Gipson, international rep- 
resentative of the ICWU and 
the presidents of the three 
ICWU locals in the state. 

Joining Gipson in the state- 
ment were Don Markel, presi- 
dent of Loeal 132 in Grand 
Rapids; Walter A. Simnitt, 
president of Local 70 in Muske- 
gon and Michael Jankowski. 
president of Local 799 in 
Manistee. ; 

The union represents 500 
field operations and pumping 
station workers employed by 
Michigan Consolidated -Gas 
Company. 

The statement said the new 
rules will mean higher and 
higher utility rates in the 
future, because they will allow 
for lengthy and expensive 
hearing procedures which “will 
work to the advantage of 
determined bill dodgers and to 
the expense of the honest 
utility customers who pay their 
bills on time.” 

As proposed, the new rules 
would forbid a utility from 
discontinuing service to a resi- 
dential customer if the cus- 
tomer objects to a bill and 
refuses to pay it, for whatever 
flimsy reason, the union said. 

The mere objection to a bill 
requires the utility to cnicr into 
hearings with the customer. 
Those hearings will be con- 
ducted by an impartial examin- 
er but if the customer was 
unsatisfied with the examiner's 
finding, the case could be 
appealed to the Public Service 
Commission Consumer Service

‘There the’ hearing’ would 
start again and ultimaiely the 
PSC itself could be appealed to 
for a final decision. All this time 
the customer would be receiv- 
ing utility service and it is 
conceivable, the union state- 
ment said, that gas customers 
determined to avoid payment 
could get through an entire 
winter without ever paying a 
heating bill. 

“The rules have been labeled 
a Consumer Bill of Rights,” the 
statement said. “They are far 
from it. Utilities in the state. 
will be forced to pass on to their 
legitimate bill paying custom- 
ers the costs they have been 
unable to recover from bill 
dodgers under these rules.” 

“The added costs to the 
working men and women of 
Michigan means that their 
spendable income will once 
again be reduced, all because of 
the Public Service Commis- 
sion's unrealistic hearing re- 
quirements.” 


One state utility, Michigan — 


Consolidated, has already 
warned that sections of the 
rules requiring lengthy hear- 
ings and hampering the utility's 
ability to collect bills, will mean 
higher rates. 

Consolidated’s management 
warned that the rules will 
ereate a haven for customers 
seeking ways to dodge their 
bills and will encourage others 
to do the same. Ultimately. the 
Company estimated that as 
many as 130,000 of iheir own 
customers could end up in the 
appeals process under the new 
rules. 

The union statement said the 
large number of bill challenges 
would mean that the legitimate 
bill payer with un honest com- 
plaint would find it impossible 
to get his case heard quickly. 

Rules similar to those being 
proposed by the Public Service 
Commission, the union said, 
helped create the financial 
chaus now faced Uy Consolida- 
ted Edison in New York. 

“Hundreds of men and wo- 
men in Michigan rely on the 
utilities not only for energy but 
also for their livelihood,” the 
siatemeni said. “We are con- 
cerned about the well being of 
the utility industry both be- 


cause we nead heat.and electri... .- 
city and.alsa beequse; we. peed, 


jobs," . ; ae ae 
The proposed rules are now 


‘being ‘studied by the Attoriiey 


General's office and are expect- 
ed to be sibriitied ty ihe 
Legislature for it's approval 
soon, . 
The union urged the Legis- 
lature to reject the rules 
“because they will harm rather 
than help the vast. majority of 


utility customers in the state."

Court removes shotgun 


When the United States Supreme 
Court has issued a decision in recent 
years, it has not always called for 
jubilation in many parts of the grass 
roots, including those parts where | 
hang out. 

But the recent decision striking 
down the Florida right-to-reply taw 
draws nothing but huzzahs from this 
corner, accompanied by a big sigh of 
relief. , 

The relief is genuine, despite 


4 assurances from The Wall Street 


Journal and other biggies in our 
business that the so-called Tornillo 
decision was “probably the most 
predictable decision of the term.” 

Dealing with courts, I’m never so 
sure that the guys in the white hats 
will win. ; 

The cast at point was a Florida law 
that required newspapers to grant 


equal space to public officials or 


candidates who felt aggrieved by 
something that was printed about 
them. 

One Pat L. Tornillo. a Miami 
teachers’ union official and tegisla- 
tive candidate, felt aggrieved when 
the Miami Herald criticized him and 
urged his defeat in the 1972 election; 


, Tornillo demanded equal space under 


a rusty 61-year-old Florida jaw, and 
the Herald refused. This set the stage 
for the resulting test of the constitu- 
tionality of the Florida law. 

“The choice of material to go into a 
newspaper and the decisions made 
as to...content and the treatment of 
public issues and public officials— 
whether fair or unfair—constitute the 
exercise of editorial control arid 
judgment,” wrote Chief Justice War- 


ren Burger, in the unanimous de-, 


cision. 

“H has yet to be demonstrated how 
governmental regulation of this cru- 
cial process can be exercised con- 
sistent with the First Amendment 
guarantees of a free press.” 

The court also suggested that “a 
responsible press is an undoubtedly 
desirable goal, but press responsibil- 
ity is not mandated by the Constitu- 
tion and like many other virtues “it 


cannot be legislated.” 

What brings the Florida case so 
close to home in Michigan is a 
somewhat broader but similar propo- 
sal introduced into the Michigan 
Legislature a couple of weeks ago by 
Rep. John P. Smeekens of Cold- 
water.

representatives to sign his bill as 
co-sponsors. That’s four votes more 
than the House majority needed to 
pass any Dill. 

Here's what the Smeekens bill 
would require: 

“Any commercial media which 
assails, criticizes unfairly, demeans 
or attempts to demean, directly or 
indirectly, the personal character of a 
candidate for, or holder of, any public 
office, by the use of information not 
factual or capable of documentation, 
or charges any candidate for, or 
holder of, a public office with 
malfeasance, misfeasance or other 
misconduct of a civil or criminal 
nature, or otherwise attacks the 
person's official record, or grants free 
space or time for such purpose by 
another shall, upon the request of the 
candidate for, or holder of, any public 
office, forthwith make available equal 
space or time for any reply the person 
attacked may make.” 


The Smeekens bill, like the Florida 


‘taw if permitted to be applied, would 


effectively eliminate the newspaper's 
traditional and expected function of 
public comment. 

Apparently the Supreme Court 
decision on the Florida case has 
wiped out chances for adoption of the 
Smeekens bill in Michigan. We 
certainly hope so. 

However, the 60 sponsors of the 
right-to-reply bill in Michigan have 
sent their message, loud and clear, 
into editorial offices across this 
state. ; : 

That message to editors is simple: 
Be fair. : 

It is easier said 
however, as. most 
editors can attest. 

The Supreme Court had much the 
same advice, only couched in more 
courtly terms. Recalling the language 
of one of its earlier decisions, the 
court noted: 

“The power of a privately owned 
newspaper to advance its own 
political, social and economic views 
is bounded by only two factors: 

“First, the acceptance of a suf- 
ficient number of readers —and hence 
advertisers—to assure financial suc- 
cess; 

“And second, the journalistic in-

The message to newspapers is 
clear, but the shotgun has.. been 
removed.
